The Law. Reform Commission of 
Canada has recently published a 
Working Paper under the provoca- 
twe title of Euthanasia, Aiding 
Suicide and Cessation of Treatment 
This Document is one of a senes of 
Study and Working Papers devoted 
to problems raised for law by 
modern medical and technological 
progress and aiscoveries 


in the very first pages it becomes 


apparent that the three main topics 


are closely tied together How far 
for instance. can a docior go in 
offering: advice or even aid io a 
terminally Hi pee who wishes fo 


end his or her life? Whe nm does this 
ack.bécome one of active or passive 
euthanasia. or when does it contra- 
yene section 224 of the Criminai 
Code. which makes an offence. of 
counselling or aiding a person to 
commit suicide? 


The first part of the Document is 
concerned with identifying in the 
medical context the. practical prob- 
lems raised—by_these fundamental 
ISSUCS th problems of terminally 
if patie ws and seriously defective 
seach are described and addres- 
sed im terms of possible 
to show how the relevant sections 
of the Criminal Code. no longer 
constitute a sufficiently clear and 
comprehensive guide for the judicial 
decision-making process in this 
respect in view of the changes in 
social altitudes and medica! prac- 
tices. Three basic questions are 
raised in terms of lega! or ieee 
policy ?

2. Should counselling or aiding 
suicide be decriminalized?

questions and in the affirmative to

The Paper then attempts 


Insofar as active euthanasia is 
concerned, the Commission is of 
the view that the risks involved in 
any attempt to legalize it are clearly 
outweighed by the dangers. More- 
over, the very limited number of 
absolutely clear-cut cases where in 
theory active euthanasia could be 
recommended makes this danger 
quite real. Active euthanasia is thus 
condemned in strong and unequi- 
yocal ferms 


The reasons for keeping in the 
Criminal Code the crime of counsel- 
ling or aiding suicide are interesting 


The Paper reveals that the actual. 


provision of the.Criminai Code is 
seldom, if ever used in practice. It 
becomes apparent that from a policy 
point of view the Commission 
hesitated somewhat. Yet it decided 
that the prohibition should be 
retained, if only to deal with rare 
and. extreme cases that deserve 
public sanction, For example, the 
case of the person who knows the 
suicidal tendencies of a child or a 
teenager and who nevertheless 
gives them lethal drugs Jastead of 
helping him out is cited asa Clear 
iHustration. The Commission how- 
ever recommends that a specific 
written authorization of the Attorney 
General be obtained as a condition 
precedent to prosecution, which 
under the. circumstances seems 
reasonable 


Finally, on the issue of cessation 
of treatment the Commission strongly 


suggests that the present somewhat 


uncertain state of the law be clarified 
The recommendations of ‘the Com- 
mission are of great significance 
on this issue 


it recommends first of all that the 


Gacision of a capable patient to 


refuse treatment be respected in all 
cases, even if it leads to certain 
death. imposed treatment and‘un- 
wanted aggressive therapy are thus 
clearly condemned. The law should 
also recognize that it is sound 
medical practiée and within the 
spectrum of the law for a physician 
to withhold or stop a treatment which 
does not offer a reasonable hope for 
the patients eventual recovery or 
effective. control of the disease, 
except where the patient explicitly 
asks for the treatment to be adminis- 


‘tered This in- effect is a clear 


rejection of the classic vitalist theory 
and clarifies the rules laid out by 
sections 14, 45, 198 and 199 of the 
Criminal Code. = * 


A NEW PERSPECTIVE 


The problems 
seriously deformed newborn are 
indeed very complex. The decision 
to treat or not to treat is now taken 
if. Canada on bases that often vary 
from province to province, hospital 
to hospital, individual to indivi- 
dual. A certain number of these deci- 
sions moreover are taken either on 
grounds of socio-economic policies 
(the societal. costs of keeping 
seriously deformed individuals in 
institutions for the rest of ‘their 
lives) or also sometimes on various 
eugenic grounds. The Working 
Paper addresses the problem-squarely 
and directly. It condemns as both 
illegal and unethical the decision 
not to treat in cases where a simple 
procedure or operation could give 
the newborn a chance to live. In other 
words, the Commission doesn't 
agree with the idea that others 
should have the right of life or death 
over human beings where the deci- 
sion is based solely on a value 
judgment as to a “substandard” 
quality of life. As far as the person 
incapable of expressing valid consent 
is concerned the Working Paper 
examines at length and in detail the 


possible solutions to provide for 


substituted consent and concludes 
iry general that the present state of 
the law should be maintained. The 
incapacity of a person to give free 
and informed consent should not be 
a valid reason to oblige a physician 
to initiate treatment that offers no 
reasonable hope. The physician, 
moreover, should be able, on the 


‘basis of his professional medical 


judgment, to discontinue therapeutic 
treatment in these cases without 
incurring criminal liability. 


The practice of the living will ts 
also criticized as not useful and 
even dangerous. The actual proposal 
for legislative revision of the

This Working Paper merits careful 
reading. It does not purport to 
present the final but only the 
tentative views of the Commission 
on a very complex set of problems 
How will doctors and jurists react?

Some will find the Working Paper 
too conservative. The aim of the 
exercise however, was more to finda 
simple and practical way to adapt 
the present Criminal Code to rules 
of behaviour which patients, physi- 
cians and hospital personnel are 
already trying to apply to the best 
of their ability in concrete and 
everyday contexts.
